The comprehensive changes, 
additions and improvements ac- 
complished in the magnificent 
plant will be evident to every pa- 
tron who attends the program of 
dirt and grass racing through 
Saturday, June 17.

Part IV. After An Earthquake. 


The first thing to do after an| 
earthquake is check for injuries | 


in your family, and then in your 
neighborhood. Do not attempt to 


!move seriously injured persons 


unless they are in immediate 
danger of further injury. 

Next check for fires or poss- 
ible fire hazards, being sure to 
wear sturdy shoes in all areas 
near debris or broken glass. 

Check utility lines and appli- 
ances for damage. If gas leaks 
exist, shut off the main gas 
valve. Also shut off electrical 
power if there is any damage to 
your house wiring. Report the 
damage to the appropriate utility 
companies and follow their in- 
structions. 

Do not use matches, lighters, 
or open flame appliances until 
you are sure no gas leaks exist. 
Also, do not operate electrical 
switches or appliances if gas 
leaks are suspected. This creates 
sparks which could ignite gas 
from broken lines. 

Do not touch downed power 
lines or objects touched by the 
downed wires. 

Immediately clean up spilled 
medicines, drugs, and other po- 
tentially harmful materials. 

If water is off, emergency wa- 
ter may be obtained from water 
heaters, toilet tanks, melted ice 
cubes, and canned vegetables. 

Check to see that sewage lines 
are intact beore permitting con- 
tinued flushing of toilets. 

Do not eat or drink anything 
from open containers near shat- 
tered glass. Liquids may be 
strained through a clean hand- 
kerchief or cloth if danger of 
glass contamination exists. 

If power is off, check your 
freezer and plan meals to use up

foods which could spoil quickly. 
Use outdoor charcoal broilers for 
emergency cooking. 

Do not use your telephone, ex- 
cept for genuine emergency calls. 
Turn on your radio for damage 
reports and information, and 
above all, do not spread rumors. 
They often do great damage fol- 
lowing a disaster. 

Check your chimney over its 
entire length for cracks and dam- 
age, particularly in the attic and 
at the roof line. Unnoticed dam- 
age could lead to a fire. The 
initial damage check should be 
made from a distance. Approach 
chimneys with caution. 

Check closets and storage shelf 
areas. Open closet and cupboard 
doors carefully, and watch for 
objects falling from shelves. 

Do not go sightseeing immedi- 
ately, particularly in beach and 
waterfront areas where seismic 
sea waves could strike. Keep the 
street clear for passage of emer- 
gency vehicles. 

Be prepared for additional 
earthquake shocks, called ‘‘after- 
shocks.” Although most of these 
are smaller than the main shock, 
some may be large enough to 
cause additional damage. 

Respond to requests for help 
from police, fire fighting, civil 
defense, and relief organizations, 
but do not go into damaged areas 
unless your help has been’ re- 
quested. 

Cooperate fully with your pub-

the collection of state income 
taxes withheld by employers 
starting in 1972. 

“But many people are sending 
us their personal income tax re- 


_| turns for 1971 or requests for re- 


funds,” Hansen’said. ‘Sorne peo- 
ple are even sending us their 
federal income tax returns,” he 
said. 

Hansen said HRD has already 
received several thousand of 
these misdirected tax returns or 
refund request ‘‘and more are 
coming in every day.” 

Hansen appealed to the public 
to take note of the following: 

—All matters relating to feder- 
al taxation should be addressed 
to the Internal Revenue Service. 

—Au matters relating to Cali- 
fornia State income tax should 
be addressed to the State Fran- 
chise Tax Board, with the sole 
exception of items relating direct- 
ly ‘to the new withholding pro- 
cedure. These would be handled 
by employers or their account- 
ants directly with HRD. 

Hansen emphasized particular- 
ly that HRD was not the agency 
to contact regarding 1971 income 
taxes. California tax items 
should be addressed to the Fran- 
chise Tax Board. Federal tax| 
items should be addressed to the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

Hansen said the HRD’s involve- | 
ment in collection of the withheld 
taxes came about because HRD}

New Credit Card 
Regulations Issued

-| Businesses issuing credit cards 


will be confronted with an abso- 
lute non-liability situation on the 
part of their eredit card holders, 
after January 24, for any and all 
credits, unless they toe the mark 
under the Truth in Lending Act, 
according to the Commerce Clear- 
ing House, 


Specifically, businesses may 
place liability for unauthorized 
use of credit cards (but only the 
lesser of $50 or the amount ob- 
tained by the unauthorized use) 
only if several conditions are 
met. 


First: the card must be an ac- 
cepted card, meaning that the 
-| cardholder made application for 
the card or signed for use, or 
authorized another to use the 
card, or renewed or received a 
substitution of an accepted card 
by the same or a successor card 
issuer, according to CCH’s con- 
-| sumer credit guide. 

Also the business must have

According to a discussion held 
by members at a recent meeting, 
few Marin Avenue motorists are 
driving at or under the present 
limit of 25 mph. It was felt that 
the present limit is not realistic, 
and traffic flowed much more 
uniformly and safely at a some- 
what higher speed. 

Commission members also de- 
clared that if those drivers who 
strictly complied with the 25 mile 
per hour speed limit were encour- 
aged, by a 30 mph limit, to drive 
nearer that speed, there would be 
less friction between very slow 
and faster drivers.

How To Foil 
Bike Thefts 


Along with the great upsurge 
in. bike riding, regrettably has 
come a big increase in bicycle 


thefts. 


Although there is no absolute- 
ly certain way to protect a cycle, 


American Youth Hostels, Inc., 
offers the following helpful 
ideas; 


1. Use two chains, both locked 
to a bike rack. Pass one through 
the rear wheel and: frame, the 
other through the front wheel 
and frame. 

2, It is generally agreed that a 
high quality key lock is safer 
than a combination lock. 

3. Heavy tempered chain is 
now in vogue, but tough cable 
also enjoys a good reputation. 

4. License your bike with your 
local Police Dept. Record the 
serial number, and engrave your 
driver’s license number under the 
bottom bracket on the frame 
(youngsters should use their par- 
ents license number). Also mark 
the frame in some way, known 
only to yourself, for positive 
identification if stolen. 

5. A delaying tactic that will 
often foil a young thief is to 
place a penny behind each brake 
lever, This locks the brakes on 
and makes the bike impossible to 
ride, 

6. Convince your employer or 
car park operator that he should 
provide a safe place to park 
bikes. Some employers are en- 
closing bike racks. with high 
fences and only bike riders re- 
ceive keys to the gate. 

7. Ride in pairs, so that one 
person can always stay with the 
cycles. 

8. Park your bike so you can 
wateh it while in a shop or res- 
taurant. 

9. If you have quick-release 
hubs, take your front wheels 
with you if you must leave the 
bike for a long period. However, 
it’s still a good idea to chain the 
rear wheel and frame to some- 
thing. 

10. It’s best not to leave acces- 
sories on a bike you park around 
fawn or on campus, as the steal- 
ing of pumps, water bottles, sad- 
_ dlebags and other accessories is 
on the rise.

Test Successful 


A 13-state drive to take the 
bugs out of special delivery mail 
service was launched recently by 
the U.S. Postal Service. 

Postmaster William Wollman 
said a) pilot program which suc- 
cessfully .boosted special delivery | 
to new levels of dependability in} 
the San Francisco metropolitan 
area;is, being extended to all 
Western States. ; i 
The Berkeley Post Office was 
one of 112 Bay Area postal units 
participating in the pilot test. 
The 45-day trial produced 96 per- 
cent dependability. 

As a result, Regional Postmast- 
er General Fred Muleen directed | 
that the pilot program be extend- 
ed to the entire Western Region, 
including Alaska and Hawaii. 

The Region-wide program in- 
volves’ use of plastic bags labeled | 
“Speedy” to carry special deliv- 
ery letters so they don't lose their 
identity in the mail stream, 

“Up to now, it has been diffi- 
cult to keep special delivery mail 
separated from reguiar mail,” 
Postmaster Wollman said. 

“By placing special delivery | 
mail in the ‘Speedy’ bags, it is 
immediately identifiable and re- 
tains this special identity until it 


l|is delivered to destination. 


“We founda that the Speedy-bag 
system worked well in the Berke- 
ley Post Office, and I recom- 
mended that it be extended to the 
13 Western States for a broader 
test,” Postmaster Wollman. said. 
More than 20 million pieces of 
special delivery mail are handled 


}annually in the Western States,

THE BATTERED CHILD 

As a rule, the law does not 
like to interfere with relations 
between parent and child, Par- 
ents may use reasonable; but 
not excessive 
force to disci- 
pline their 
child, 

Teachers, 
neighbors,. 
doctors, or 
kinfolk often 
report suspected cases to the 
police or a welfare agency. 

Since 1963 the law calls upon 
doctors to report child patients 
who seem to have been treated 
eruelly. The law now calls upon 
dentists, religious practition- 
ers, school nurses, or public 
health employees to report 
such cases. 

They may phone or write in 
their report to the police or 
the juvenile probation depart- 
ment. They should give the 
child’s name, address, and his 
injuries. 


In the past doctors or nurses” 
didn’t need to report if to do- 


so would be in their opinion 


“mconsistent with the health, 


care, or treatment of a minor.” 
Now they must report all such 
injuries. 

Reports go to the State Bu- 
reau of.Criminal Identification 
and Investigation, Failure to 
report is a misdemeanor. The 
reporter is immune from lia- 
bility. No parent, can sue him 


for slander or for interfering, 


with his home, 

The Legislature requires re- 
ports from the school superin- 
tendent, principal or a director 
of county’ welfare who may 
have noticed the injury. 

A court may sentence. any- 
one for as much as 10 years 
in prison. if he wilfully causes 
great bodily harm to a child. 
The parent who inflicts on a 
child “unjustifiable” physical 
pain or mental suffering, may 
face charges which call for six 
months in jail, a fine, or both.
